An Editorial 


Farm Policy Needed! 


The unnecessary and tragic plight’ of the debt ridden 
farmers of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba is due 
to the continued failure of the Dominion govertiment to | 
take remedial action at the appropriate time. 


Three necessary steps must be taken by Ottawa to 
give the farmers a FARM POLICY which will compare fav- 
orably with those which have proved to be so successful in 
the United States and New Zealand: 


1—The accumulated farm debts of the past fifteen 
years must be drastically reduced or entirely wiped out at | 
the expense of the Dominion government and in part by the 
mortgage companies, where excessive interest charges 
have been levied. 


2—Debt reduction without parity prices would be use- 
leas, therefore PARITY PRICES must be established-—and 
guaranteed. 


3—All payments made by the farmers of principal, 
as well as interest, on debt must be allowed to be deductible 
from net income before payment of war income taxes. 


Farming is the most vital industry in Canada and takes 
first place in war. All other war industries in Canada are 
guaranteed a profit and return of capital. 


No foreclosures of mortgages should be permitted by 
the governments of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
until the Dominion government gives the farmers the same 
protection freely granted all other war industries.

The 
ouster was attributed to a demand 
by German Foreign Minister Joa- 
chim Von Ribbentrop. 

The reported dismissal of Papen 
followed a series of diplomatic set- 
backs for Germany in Turkey. 

The first was the conference 
early this year between Prime Mine 
ister Churchill and Turkish Presi- 
dent Ismet Inonu in Adana, south- 
ern Turkey. 

Premier Sukg Eusmy last week 
expressed friendship for Russia, 
Britain and the United States and 
dismissed relations with Axis coun- 
tries with a slight reference to 
Turkey's trade and non-aggression 
pacts with Germany. 


Report Settlement 
French Difficulties

ALGIERS, June 19.—A compro- 
mise whereby Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle could carry out his army re- 
forms without involving the French 
war effort has been arranged, it 
was reported today. 


The plan is said to call for @ 
special committee of national de- 
fence headed by de Gaulle to share 
military powers with a war commit- 
tee under Gen. Henri Honore Gi- 
raud. 

Reliable French circles pointed 
out there was no assurarce de 
Gaulle would accept the plan and 
said it might be revamped several 
times before any final solution is 
determined by the French Commit- 
tee for National Liberation. 

Giraud's committee would be 
charged with the main job of die 
recting French forces fighting with 
the Allies. 

Members of the liberation com 
mittee worked privately to iron out 
the situation but there was no ine 
dication a formal meeting would be 
held until Monday.

(b) GEOPOLITICAL CONDI- 


TIONS: Norway, especially along 
its coast, is very mountainous, In- 
numerable fiords and islands give 
the cost line a tremendous length, 
so that it is impossible to create 
effective defenses everywhere. 
Therefore numerous points can he 
attacked by sea and first footho'ds! 
can be gained without extraordin- 
ary losses and complications, The 
extension of any bridgeheads guin- 
ed, however, would be most diffi- 
cult, in view of the steepness, 
height, and wildness of the coastal 
mountains which prohibit the ex- 
tensive use of motorized land trans- 
port, and would slow the progress 
of larger offensive actions, These 
conditions are naturally aggravated 
by the fact that the same character- 
istics which would hamper larger 
drives farther inland favor the en- 
emy by providing powerful natural 
defense positions. The nature of 
the coast line and its great distance 
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from England would also permit 
German submarines and surface 
vessels now stationed in northern 


waters to continually disrupt and! 


disturb Allied supplies to an invas- 
ion corps. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS 


Climatic conditions are favorable) 


in summer but difficult during the 
long winter. Transportation means 
are scarce: few railways, few main 
roads, few navigable rivers. The 
country is the most thinly popu- 
lated in Europe. It supports an av- 
erage of only twenty-two inhabi- 
tants per square mile, and only 
three or four coastal districts, hav- 


ing larger towns, show denser pop-| 


ulations. Apart from German mili- 
lary stores, which are likely to be 
destroyed before they could be 
seized by the invaders, no large 
supplies would be available any- 
where, particularly now after near- 
ly three years of war 


The opportunities for establish-| 


ing landing fields are limited, and 
air support for the attacker would 
have to come partly from carriers. 
The establishing of supply 
from the landing points to places 


farther inland would be difficult. | 


Also provisioning and reinforcing 


| by air would be problematic due to; 
the scarcity of landing fields near| 
the coast, With the exception of | 


Greece there is hardly any country 
in Europe where first successes on 
land could be so easily attained but 
where further progress would be so 
difficult. 


A large part of the population 
has been so unwilling to co-oper- 
ate with the German army of oc- 


cupation that rigorous methods 
have been used by the German 
military authorities to break res- 
istance. The chances for support 
of an Allied invasion army by the 
civilian population would not be 
extensive. 

The distance from the Southwest- 
ern Norwegian coast to possible 
Allied bases at the Scottish east 
coast is only about three hundred 
miles, therefore not unreasonably 
great. This distance would even 
allow the use of certain types of 
fighter planes flown from land 
bases or at least from carriers sta- 
tioned not far from the British 
coast. But the distance between 
Northern Scotland and Trondheim is 
five hundred miles, and the more 
northern part of Norway could 
probably be more easily reached 
by Iceland. From Iceland distances 
of from seven hundred and fifty to 
a thousand miles must be covered. 
Bases in Iceland would be prefer- 
able so as not to provoke German 
air attacks against the important 
ports on the Scottish east coast. 


(c) MILITARY PREPARATIONS | 


OF THE ENEMY: In view of the 
extensive coast line, the Germans 
must be expected to have uninter- 
rupted fortifications only around 
the important ports such as Stav- 


anger, Bergen, and Trondheim. Be- 


sides there will be loose chains of 
carefully organized outposts and 
deep defense positions in favorable 
places all along and behind the 
coast. In Southern Norway large 
reserves will be concentrated at 
central traffic points inland, from 
which they can easily be distrib- 
uted in all directions. The main 
airports will also be found rather 
far inland. It is certain that the 
Germans have made preparations 
to blow up important bridges and 
other vital traffic installations 
which in high mountain country 
are likely to delay indefinitely the 
advance of an invading force. A 
powerful part of the German Navy 
is based in Norwegian waters and, 
if strongly supported by the Luft- 
waffe, would interfere with any 
Allied invasion fleet and hamper 
the maintenance of supply lines.

hands for about three years, during 
which time England has once tried 
a major attack and afterward car- 
ried out several small actions with 
limited objectives, so the enemy 
has been forewarned. Railway and 
shipping facilities should be fairly 
intact since they have not been 
used for transit purposes as has 
happened in other occupied terri- 
tories. For these reasons the Ger- 
mans have had ample time and the 
means to establish powerful defen- 
ses. Any Allied penetration in 


ern and southern provinces, would! 
be certain to meet swift and power- 
ful counteraction, 

CONCLUSION: An invasion of 
Norway would not provide a direct 
and useful basis for a later all-out 
attack on Germany, except if Swed- 
en as a possible jumping-off point 
for an attack against eastern Den- 
mark and as an air base for planes 
operating, against northern and 
central Germany. Such action by 
Sweden, however, is highly im- 
probable, at least until an Allied} 
occupation of southern Norway has 
been completed. Even then the| 
Swedish government cannot be ex- 
pected to agree easily to its country 
becoming a theatre of war. 


MAJOR EFFORT 
A decisive success in the south- 


ern provinces of Norway would 
bring about the fall of the north- 
ern half of the country, although 
perhaps only after long-drawn-out 
mopping-up operations. An attempt- 
ed invasion of the southwestern 
coast would constitute a major 
effort to be undertaken in great 
force with powerful naval and air 
support. Special mountain troops 
and mountain artillery with mules 
invader 
must be able to cover the few main 
communication lines from the air, 
particularly the roads that could 
serve his motorized troops, and also 
fight off the Luftwaffe, which 
would try to protect German res- 
erves being brought up along the 
same roads. Ample use of para- 
chute troops might be necessary. 
Initial operations would probably 
consist of a great number of simul- 
taneous large-scale commando ac- 
tions spread over a wide front in 
which specially trained and highly 
effecient reconnaissance troops 
would play a major part. Several 
sizable invasion fleets would have 
to stand ready for action immedi- 
ately after it had been discovered 
where the enemy was concentrating 
his reserves and where his weakest 
spots would allow decisive opera- 
tions to be made. The Allies must 
also be ready and be able to coun- 
teract instantly in Sweden if the 
Germans should attack that coun- 
try in order to anticipate any Swed- 
ish move in favor of the Allies. 


An attack against Norway's nor- 
thern provinces alone would in-| 
volve smaller forces and less effort, 
particularly in view of the narrow- 
ness of the Norwegian territory 
from the coast to the Swedish bor- 
der. The whole coast between ap- 
proximately the mouth of the Rana 
River and Petsamo is vulnerable in 
spite of the advantages which its! 
shape gives to the defending forces 
The failure of the British attempt | 
against northern Norway in 1940 
must not lead to any conclusions 
with regard to future operations. 
At that time the Allies had no ex- 
perience, no properly organized air 
force, and from the beginning were 
in a hopeless situation against 
large German armies which at that 
time were carrying out the only 
major operation in which Germany 
was involved. A future attempt by 
the Allies would probably not be 
met by so strong and concentrated 
a German force and would certain- 
ly be undertaken with means much 
superior to those at the disposal of 
the British troops in 1940. But even 
so an invasion of this northern 
stretch of territory might become a 
major operation, owing to the ex- 
posure of the invasion fleet and| 
supply ships to submarine warfare 
and German surface vessels, and 
to the difficulties of using a suffi- 
cient number of fighter planes over 
a distance of eight hundred miles 
or more. The ultimate advantage to 
be gained by an invasion of north- 
ern Norway would be much smaller 
than that won by a successful at- 
tack against the southern provinces. 

It remains to be seen in our final 
analysis whether the value of the 
objectives would warrant the risks 
and costs of operations against!

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Looking Ahead 


Butter stocks in Canada are 4,500,000 
pounds larger than the five-year average 
at this point in the season. That is a lot 
of butter—but not when the rate of con- 
sumption is taken into account. It is less 
than one week’s supply for the nation, very 
much less. The. position has improved, 
after six months of rationing, by less than 
one fifty-second of the annual require- 
ments. And because butter is largely a 

mal product it is the annual supply, 
not the actual present quantity in store, 
that has to be thought about. 

Hence the ration allowance is not to be 
increased. The coupons will still call for 
only one half-pound per person per week. 
The control officials, surveying the long 
trend in the light of statistical information, 
and with knowledge of farm conditions and 
probabilities, foresee a slump in produc- 
tion next winter which will wipe out the 
surplus piled up during the summer. A 
slump severe enough that if the ‘quota’ 
were raised for the summer there would 
be an acute shortage about eight months 
from now. That being the case, even the 
heavy butter-eater must agree that it will 
be better to make sure of having the half- 
pound each week than to indulge freely 
now at the certain risk of having little or 
no butter at all in mid-winter. 


The Consumer Can Help 


If any person did not know that Cana- 
dians are facing an emergent coal situa- 
tion he has official advice to that ef- 
fect. And any coal user who knew the 
fact but has made no effort to secure his 
home supply for next winter may see a 
warning in the order-in-council which de- 
clares such a condition to exist. 

Under this order measures are being 
taken to step up production. The measures 
will in the nature of things depend upon 
how grave the outlook may seem to be. 
And that in turn will depend in degree on 
how much buying of coal is done in the 
summer. If consumers fill their bins, or 
try to get them filled, far in advance, the 
extent to which increased production is 
necessary will become clear while there is 
time to take effective action. Otherwise a 
scarcity may develop far more serious than 
the public demand would indicate. 

The prudent course is for the consumer 
to co-operate with the authorities by send- 
ing in his order at once. If consumers do 
this they will bring out the full extent of 
the demand to be met and provide a de- 
finite basis on which to calculate how 
much production must be speeded up to 
take care of next winter's needs. 

Buying coal in advance in these circum- 
stances is not hoarding. Production can 
be stepped up to whatever volume may be 
required, provided action is taken early. 
The more orders that pour into the coal of- 
fices during the summer, the more clearly 
will the position be known and the better 
it carf be handled. 


Adolf Versus the Radio 


Berlin radio informs its hearers that 
“millions of Russian soldiers are waiting 
for word to join the battle” which it says 
the Red forces are precipitating on the 
eastern front. If the memories of the hear- 
ers are still able to function in spite of the 
distraction of bombing raids and pep ap- 
peals, they will recall that last fall the in- 
fallible Fuehrer told them the Red army 
had been effectively smashed, that Russia 
was through and “would never come 
back”. y 

Whence come these “millions” of Rus- 
sian soldiers Herr Goebbels now sees mass- 
ed along the eastern fighting line, waiting 
the word—not to retreat, but to launch an 
attack against which Nazis must steel 
themselves? For an army that had been 
knocked down and out eight months ago 
this recrudescence must seem even to the 
gabby Dr. to be remarkable. He of course 
dare not explain the phenomena, but that 
can hardly be necessary. It must be ob- 
vious to most Germans, as it is to the 
world at large, that the Hitler intuition 
slipped again when he announced the de- 
mise of the Red army. 

It is now the duty of the radiomen to 
counter that unfortunate slip without re- 
ferring to it, explain that the Red army 
is very much alive and is on the eve of 
Starting a terrific offensive against the 
forces which were said to have destroyed it 
last summer. This they are doing with 
vigor and persistence. Russia, it might be 
Supposed, was the aggressor which thrust 
predatory war upon the peaceful Reich 
and is about to deal it the most cruel blow 
of all!

In their raids on north German coastal ' 


targets a week ago, United States bombers 
shot down 150 and perhaps 170 Nazi 
fighter planes, for a loss of 32 of their 
own craft. That was much better than a 
four to one ratio, which is splendid going 
for an air force of any size composed of 
any claas of planes, a ratio that has never 
been attained by an enemy force on any 
front in a pitched battle. The fighting was 
of course incidental. The mission of the 
bombers was to bomb the seaplane bases, 
which they did with satisfactory thorough- 
meas, dealing with the enemy defence 
as a necessary side-affair. 
But the news from Guadalcanal thiuws 
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this fine achievement in the shade. Out of 
a Japanese armada of 120 bombers and 
aWiat’s which attempted to destroy an 
Allied convoy American fighters downed 
94, for a loss of 6 planes and 5 pilots. The 
ratio there was almost 16 to one. It was 
the highest score in point of numbers, and 
in proportion to losses, secured by United 
States fliers anywhere. The quite certain 
inference is that strong air reinforcements 
have reached that area of late. There is 
no question which side has superiority of 
machines and men. And there is room to 
suspect that Japan’s first rank pilots are 
getting scarce, compelling the use of less 
well trained men. 

General Eaker said in London the other 
day that the U.S. air force in the European 
theatre will not reach parity in numbers 
with the R.A.F. for some months. It is no 
secret that the force on the other side of 
the world is still of defensive, rather than 
offensive, proportions. The Nazis and the 
Japs will not get much Satisfaction, as 
they digest the defeats of the week, in 
reflecting that these air opponents are cer- 
tain to multiply as ed months go by. 


A thousand men are expected to go 
east from Saskatchewan to help harvest 
the crops in Ontario, and perhaps other 
eastern provinces. The old time harvester 
excursion has thus gone into reverse un- 
der the influence of war conditions. As 
the eastern crops ripen early the har- 
vesters can return in time to help in the 
western fields. The movement should not 
therefore seriously deplete the scant labor 
supply in sight for harvest time in the 
west.

Farm Debt 


Editor Bulletin: We are hearing 
a lot of propaganda these days, 
emnaating from the well organized 
and well financed creditor inter- 
ests, with regard to debt protective 
legislation for hard pressed West- 
ern farmers, : 

All these pamphlets, addresses, 
radio talks, lobbying etc., are car- 
ried on with the objective of influ- 
encing the Federal Government | 
with regard to the proposed Fed- 
eral Debt legislation, which is sup- 
posed to give the farmer much 
needed protection, such as was to a 
limited degree in operation under 
Provincial legislation now declared | 
to be beyond the constitutional | 
powers of the Provincial legisla- 
ture. 

We are told by those interests 
that farmers are prosperous; that 
they don't need debt legislation. 
We were also told by one promin- 
ent financier on a visit to the West, 
that unless we in Alberta got our- 
selves better laws we wouldn't get 
any more money in Alberta after 
the war. 

To that gentleman we would say 
that if this war has taught us any- 
thing, it has taught us the way to 
meet threats of that nature. 

Now, why is the farmer in debt 
in the first place? In this capital- 
istic economic system the farmer 
has to sell his produce very largely 
on the basis of individual sales as 
against an organized purchaser and 
at the latter's price. Again, the far- 
mer has to buy his requirements on 
the same basis. Furthermore, in 
peace time the farmer must sell 
his products on world wide price 
levels. He purchases his require- 
ments including the money of our 
financial friends, in a highly pro- 
tected market and at this inflated 
price, in which a profit is always 
included. Farmers of Canada have 
supplied the people of Canada with 
foodstuffs in most years at prices 
far below cost of production, a debt 
as yet unpaid, which I would refer 
to the attention of the aforesaid 
creditor interests. These are only 
a few of the economic reasons for 
the immense pyramid of farin debt | 
in Western Canada. | 

In addition, there are all the 
losses due to weather and insect 


pests, etc. 
Now the operation of the Farm- 
ers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act, 


while beneficial, has only barely 
touched the fringe of the farm 
debt problem of Western Canada. | 
Only a very small proportion of 
Western Canadian farmers have 
come under the operation of the 
Act. There are two reasons for this: 
The first reason is that farmers 
seeing to what a limited extent re- 
ductions were made in the indebt- 
edness of other farmers coming un- 
der the Act were somewhat loath 
to come under it, and the second 
reason being that changing eco- 
nomic conditions such as prices. 
etc, made pronosals made and ap- 
plied in one year, absolutely im-

Baruch thought economically, He 
thought: The Germans and Japs are 
going to make war. But in order to 
make war you have to have a war 
economy. They can be prevented 
from making a war economy, and 
can therefore be prevented from 
making war. 

Way back in 1936, Mr. Baruch 
first outlined a plan to prevent the 
war. It was radical and simple. It 
was merely that the United States 
should enter the field and system- 
atically buy away from the world 
market, and at any price necessary 
to overbid the Germans, those 
essential raw materials which the 
Germans did not have and without 
which the manufacture of arms is 
impossible—such things as magne- 
sium, chrome, industrial diamonds, 
ete. 
| People said it would be too ex- 
pensive. He remarked dryly that it 
would be a bagatelle compared to a 
war. Now, too late, the office of 
| strategic. services is doing exactly 
that thing, as a mere detail of an 
enormous war program,

plan for avoiding inflation. It was 
not a pleasant plan, for it hit many 
vested interests, political and eco- 
nomic, from the top to the bottom. 
Its only merit was that it would 
work, 

So instead of having a plan, we 
| have the planiessnéss of the plan- 
ners, who are mostly liberals, and 
don't want to hurt anyone except 
maybe a few of the rich. Thus has 
the liberal spirit degenerated. 

It is not too late to bring order 
out of chaos. But whether Messrs. 
Byrnes and Baruch can do it de- 
pends upon the amount of author- 
ity they have. They will also fail 
if they have to make every conces- 
sion called for by the intimate ad- 
visers of the White House, whe 
have a finger in every pie. 


Vigor 

It is strange that men like Chur- 
chill and RParuch, who can no 
longer be called even middle-aged, 
have an intellectual vigor rarely 
found in younger men. In the ori- 
ginal sense of the word they are 
more “radical.” Usually radicalism 
is associated with youth, But what 
the world needs is the radicalism 
}that comes from knowledge and 
experience, and is yet animated by 
a youthful spirit. 

Most old men get calcified brains 
and hearts, and are afflicted with 
calcified interests. Youth, on the 
other hand, has an emotional bias 
toward radical proposals, without 
the experience to know what 
causes produce what consequences, 
Where you have a combination of 
experience, disinterestedness, and 
unimpaired intellect, you have a 
man who finishes a job, and leaves 
the world ship-shape for the gen- 
eration to follow. 

Such men can say, with that per- 
sonal disinterestedness expressed 
by Mr. Churchill in his great 
speech on post-war England, “I 
have no political future.” Such men 
can afford to be radical and brave.

Such debate among England's 
| shattered monuments to the Nazi 
terror from the air seems fantastic 
except for the fact that England 
continues to have free speech—tne 
|Hyde Park soapboxers still har- 
| angue crowds Sunday—and that 
| England prides herself on her tra- 
ditional sportsmanship, never hit- 
ting anybody when he is down. In 
fact, one newspaper carries a long 
article explaining that the enemy 
is trying to capitalize on that British 
trait to prolong the war. The 
British public is urged to remem- 
ber that the bombing of Germany 
will shorten the war and thus save 
lives. 

Just before I left Sweden the 
Nazis issued a long official list of 
Allied damage to ancient German 
churches, German libraries, art 
museums and other cultural monu- 
ments, evidently playing on this 
sentimental streak in the Allies. 

But the, British public, as well as 
the American, need only remember 
what Hitler did to Warsaw, Rot- 
terdam, Coventry and Plymouth, 
as well as London, after announc- 
ing that the Luftwaffe would erase 
Allied cities. Neither was Musso- 
lini showing any chicken heart 
about the brutal methods of war, 
and if he did less damage thar the 
Nazis it was only. because he was 
not strong enough to do more. 

Now Hitler's newspapers are re- 
ferring to the Allied airmen as air 
gangsters, or “luftgangters,” as the 
Nazi headlines spell it. Gobbels is 
asking the German people to put 
up with the Allied air terror with 
clenched teeth for the time being 
until the Reich can retaliate.

Editor, Bulletin: I had the honor 
and pleasure of attending the con- 
ference ef Civilian Recruiting Ad- 
visors for the Canadian Women's 
Army Corps, which was held in 
Calgary, June 10 and 11, 1943. 

Could the civilian population 
have had the opportunity of seeing 
the army life of our girls as I saw 
it, it would have been a real eye 
opener to many. I found the offi- 
cers in the C.W.A.C, to be the high- 
est type of young womanhood one 
could ever wish to behold: clean- 
cut, wholesome, well-groomed 
girls, The same thing may be said 
of a private, 1 saw 400 girls proud- 
ly wearing , the udiform of the 
C.W.A.C, I talked with them per- 
sonally, They told me that certain 
bad habits they had acquired in 
civilian life were left behind when 
they entered the service, They said 
that the discipline they received in 
the army was such that it fostered 
in.them the desire to be a much 
better person—to be a person 
worthy of wearing the uniform of 
Their Majesties’ Service.

I visited Currie barracks. 1 saw 
C.W.A.C. girls preparing food; girls 
who were the picture of health, 
with smiles on their faces, spotless- 
ly clean, and all doing their work 
cheerfully and efficiently. 

I visited the girls’ sleeping quar- 
ters, Clean, bright barracks, par- 
titioned off into cubicles with four 
girls to a cubicle. 

I am proud to be a Civilian Re- 
cruiting Advisor for the C.W.A.C, 
The opinions I have expressed are, 
also the upinions of the ninety or 
more Civilian Recruiting Advisors 
who attended this conference 
After meeting these girls, prac- 
tically living with them for two 
days, we stand ready to stamp out

The two air 
forces are following the prescrip- 
tion of round-the-clock bombing. 
This, plus ground and naval action, 
will be intensified until the total 
destruction of Axis power is ac- 
companied. ’ . 

We never heard any arguments 
against the all-out blitz from the 
Axis people when they had the 
initiative. The fact that there could 
be such discussion on the Allied 
side is undoubtedly a credit to 
Anglo-Saxon instincts, but it would 
be a reflection on Allied intelli- 
gence if it were allowed to deter 
the delivery of every possible 
ounce of force on the breeding 
ground of this war.

At Royal Alex 


Higher in May 


With the net earnings of the 
Royal Alexandra hospital during 
the month of May at $48,719 there 
was en increase of about $1,000 
over the figures for April it was 
revealed in the financial state- 
ment submitted at the regular 
monthly meeting of the board 
held Friday evening. Chairman 
George Campbell presided. 

Cost of operation of the hospital 
was $52,512 or $362 more than in 
April. Total operational cost for 
the five months of 1943 is $254,500 
or almost $12,000 more than last 
|year. It is $3,500 less than the es- 
timate. While all other depart- 
ments have been maintained within 
the estimates medical and surgical 
supplies to date have over-run the 
estimates by $700 and departmental 
expenses $200, the report showed 


RECEIPTS LOWER 

Cash statement for May showed 
a fall in net patients receipts of 
over $1,300 to $43,966, leaving a cash 
deficit for the month of $1,962. As 
at June 1 the net cash deficit for 
the first five months of this year 
}stood at $283.16, an improvement 
over the 1942 figures which were 
$18,686.84. 

In the report on the school of 
nursing and nursing service, Miss 
M. S. Fraser, superintendent of 
nurses stated there is a large 
number of promising applicants 
for the school of nursing and that 
it was planned to accept an unus- 
ually large class for September.

nearly every case Bibles and Testaments are given only to men who 
make an individual request for them. 


At the outbreak of war, the British and Foreign Bible Society 
printed large editions of the Scriptures. To date, two million copies 
have been circulated. The Scripture Gift Mission, of which the late 
Bishop J. Taylor Smith was president, has distributed nearly half a 
million Bibles and Testaments. The National Bible Society of Scot- 
land has prepared and circulated over half a million copies. 


Christian workers in camps and depots, at home and abroad, all 
testify that the Word of God is being read, with visible results, espe- 
cially in the matter of conversions. A soldier, home from Dunkirk, 
told how his regiment received Bibles before they went to France. 
He said: “I had never been to church or Sunday school. None of us 
thought of such things at home, yet I read the Bible given to me. 
I don't know what I should have done without it over there. When we 
came back from Dunkirk I had to leave everything behind, but I've 
still got my Bible.” Such testimonies could be multiplied indefinitely. 


All kinds of gospel literature is also eagerly accepted. It has been 
my privilege to make friendly contacts with soldiers of the American 
Army, especially of the Air Force, in Britain. I have found the booklet- 
“For Distinguished Service,” published by the Moody Bible Institute, 
most useful for that purpose. 


As American soldiers were leaving Westminster Abbey at the 
close of their special Thanksgiving Day service, conducted by Chap- 
lain J. L. Blakeney, an evangelist of the Open-Air Mission distributed 
at the door a gospel booklet, the “Soldier's Daily Remembrancer.” 
A number of U.S. officers gathered round and examined the booklet, 
which evidently met with their wholehearted approval. Some of them 
expressed their gratitude that its message was being passed on to 
their men, and wished the evangelist Godspeed. The booklets were 
eagerly received, and one man gave his testimony to”God's saving 
grace, to a crowd of his comrades, who listened quietly, and in some 
cases with real concern. 


IT am more than ever convinced that “a great door and effectual” 
has been opened by the Lord among the millions of enlisted men of 
all the United Nations. Let us pray that the Lord's servants may use 
the opportunity to the full.

Mrs. Helen Pendleton Rockwell 
of Warren, Pa. who is a member 
of the league's executive commit- 
tee, has just returned from Cali- 
fornia. She brought a nice hand 
back from the coast for me. 

Mrs. Rockwel§ uses the Warren 
giam convention, a bid of four no- 
trump, asking partner to show aces 
and kings. Aces count two points 
and kings one. A response of five | 
diamonds would show two points: 
five hearts shows three points, and 
the bid is stepped up one for each | 
additional point. Therefore, five 
no-trump shows a count of five. As 
this accounted for all of the aces | 
and kings, East's response of seven | 
no-trump was quite correct. 

The opening lead of the three of 
diamonds was won by dummy with | 


the queen, and when South showed 
out, Mrs. Rockwell (West) return- 
ed to her hand by playing a small 
club. Now the diamond finesse was 
successfully taken, and the declarer 
ran off five diamond tricks. South 
discarded five spades on the five 
diamonds. 

Mrs. Rockwell then cashed her 
three top spade tricks and South 
was squeezed. He had to make two 
discards. If he discarded a club, 
Mrs. Rockwell's nine of clubs 
would be established, if he discard- 
ed two hearts, the eight of hearts 
would be good for the thirteenth 
trick. 

Nice bidding and a neat squeeze 
play gave Mrs. Rockwell her 
grand slam annicact.

Now that Mothers are increas- 
ingly the bread-winners in the fam- 
ily, they have an opportunity to 
see life from Father's side of the

Fathers tick. 

They know now with what eag- 
erness they turn toward home at 
night and what disappointment they 
feel when all they get, once they 
arrive, is a rehearsal of the chil- 
dren's misdeeds or the smell of 
burning food, or an array of cross 
faces. 

Many a father must say to him- 
self, “Is it for this 1 spend my life 
and energy?” 

Of course, there are fathers and 
fathers. Some debonaire, disloyal, 
selfish men grace neither the posi- 
tion of husband or father. A day 
devoted to honoring those men 
seems one misspent indeed. 

But the vast majority of fath- 
ers seldom get the appreciation 
they deserve. Their lives, to their 
wives, look so desirable. Free- 
dom to leave the problems of the 
home behind them each morning; 
the privilege of eating with 
friends each day and of associ- 
ating with members of their own 
sex. This looks like unparalleled 
bliss. 

Wives do not and never can know 
the nagging worm of. insecurity. 
Suppose they can't pay their life 
insurance premiums! Suppose they 
lose their jobs, where would they 
turn at their time of life? Where 
to get the money to straighten Bob's 
teeth, or pay for Mom's fur coat, 
or pay the schoo! tuition for tal- 
ented daughter, or buy a new dav- 
enport or fence in the back yard 
80 baby won't run away, or pay the 
loan at the bank or keep up the 
mortgage and pay taxes?

Im the beginning, the patient de- 
velops no symptoms to warn him, 


and the pressure may rise to 190 
or over without his knowing that 
he is in any danger. As the blood 
Pressure gradually rises, the re- 
markable thing is the total lack of 
symptoms noted. Most cases of 
high blood pressure come to the 
attention of a doctor not in the 
early stages, but during the later 
stages when the pressure is ab- 
normally high. 


In the course of time, the patient 
may develop various symptoms 
which he notices but it is an almost 
invariable rule that distinctive 
symptoms are absent during the 
earlier stages. When the arteries 
of the kidneys are involved, the 
patient may then develop those 
symptoms indicative of Bright's 
Disease or Nephritis. In the aver- 
age case of arterial hypertension, 
hardening of the arteries will be 
brought about and high blood pres- 
sure and arterio-sclerosis will exist 
in the same patient. The complica- 
tion which is most feared is apo- 
plexy; however, apoplexy does not 
develop until the arteries of the 
brain are so involved that a blood 
vessel accident may occur in the 
brain. 


Very often, the symptom which 
comes most sharply to the atten- 
tion of the patient is a nervous 
irritability. He complains that he 
flies off the handle too easfly and 
that small events irritate him. He 
is kept in a state of constant tur- 
moil by petty disturbances which 
; earlier in life he ignored without 
effort. Sometimes the patient says 
that he cannot sleep, or that he 
arises with a headache. Loss of 
sleep is another common symptom 
in high blood pressure. The patient 
may describe roaring or buzzing 
noises in the ears, or may say that 
the vision is blurred. 


High blood pressure is a chronic 
disorder in the sense that it lasts 
over a considerable period of time, 
if untreated. However, it has been 
my experience that the blood pres- 
sure may be readily reduced closer 
to the normal, through the use of 
the fast. As a matter of fact, it is 
easier to bring down a blood pres- 
sure that is too high, than to raise 
one which is too low. The ab- 
normally high pressure will re- 
spond in a gratifying manner to the 
fast in the majority of cases. It is 
very necessary that the patient fol- 
low the fasting directions exactly 
as given, if he expects to reap the 
benefits which thousands have re- 
ceived from the fas:ing regimen. 

While the fast will rapidly lower 
the blood pressure that is too high, 
it is important that the fasting 
period be followed by a restricted 
diet. The patient is allowed a 
moderate amount of meat, an 
abundance of cooked and raw non- 
starchy vegetables, and one or two 
eggs daily but is advised to omit 
starch, sugars, ‘and excessive 
amounts of salt. The patient is en- 
couraged to take a moderate 
amount of exercise, which, however, 
must not be too strenuous; walk- 
ing is the best exercise that could 
possibly be taken. The patient is 
also cautioned to avoid mental 
strain and emotions as anger, worry 
or anxiety. 

Some general suggestions regard- 
ing the way of living which I have 
found to be the best for the high 
blood pressure patient, are outlined 
in my special article on the subject. 
I will be glad to forward this article 
to all who desire it.

The New York Academy of 
Medicine said in a report of Feb- 
ruary, 1943: “From a_ nutritional 
viewpoint, when it is fortified with 
vitamin A in the required amount, 
oleomargarine is equal to butter, 
containing the same amounts of 
protein, fat, carbohydrates, and 
calories per unit of weight. Under 
the standards set by the Food and 
Drug Administration, oleomar- 
garine is as clean and sanitary a 
food as butter. The two products 
are equal in digestibility. 

BEEF VEGETABLE BALLS 
(Serves. 4) 

One-half pound chopped beef, 
veal or pork or cold left-over 
roast, % cup minced onions, '% 
cup diced celery, % cup minced 
raw carrot, % teaspoon salt, % 
teaspoon pepper.

See Increase 
Of Beer Likely 
This Province 


There is some likelihood more 
beer will be available to citizens 
of Alberta saon, although officials 
of the liquor contro! board here 
are sifent on the matter.- 


It was announced in Saskatche- 
wan Friday by liquor ofcials in 
that province that the new Do- 
minion government regulations re- 
garding beer for troops would add 
to the province’s quota, and it is 
unlikely the Dominion government 
would make this regulation apply 
to Saskatchewan alone. 

(The new regulations, announced 
by Ottawa, say active service can- 
teens will be supplied with enough 
beer to guarantee a gallon a month 
per man to those in the services. 
The gallon per man will apply to 
the nominal strength of the unit, 
not just to those who drink beer.) 

The Saskatchewan announcement 
said this gallon a month for each 
man was to be supplied over and 
above the regular quota allowed to 
the province, and thus it would con- 
stitute an extra supply of beer for 
the province, by taking some of 
the demand away from liquor 
stores. 

If the same situation were to ap- 
ply to Alberta, taking the active 
service military population of the 
province—an unofficial figure—at 
10,000 men, there would be an extra 
10,000 gallons of beer a month for 
the province as a whole. 

However, it was pointed out that 
this extra allowance goes only to 
the service canteens, and any effect 
upon the civilian supply will de- 
pend on the soldiers themselves. If 
they refrain from buying at the 
liquor stores, because of their can- 
teen allowance, there will be more 
beer for citizens. 

But the soldiers, regardless of 
the beer they may buy in their own 
canteens, are still eligible to buy 
beer at the liquor stores, on their 
permits, and at beer parlors. 

If they continue to buy beer on 
their permits and in the beer par- 
lors, on top of their canteen al- 
lowance, at the present rate, then 
there could be no increase in the 
dozen-a-month quota now in effect.
